SWAMP LANDS. 

The total sales of swamp lands during the year have amounted to 4,397.41 
acres, for which there was paid in cash $5,407.65, and part-paid certificates 
issued on which there remains due the State the sum of $75.00, making the 
total amount for which this class of land was sold $5,482.65. As compared 
with the sales ending June 30, 1905, this shows the sale of 2,435.07 acres 
less than the number sold for the year ending June 30, 1905, and a decrease 
in the receipts for the sales of this class of lands during the same time of 
$3,548.30. 

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE LANDS. 

During the year the sales of this class of lands have been 1,008.25 acres, 
and there has been received in cash the sum of $3,323.41. As compared 
with the sales of the year ending June 30, 1905, this shows an increase of 
728.25 acres and an increase of moneys received of $1,473.41. 

PRIMARY SCHOOL LANDS. 

The sales of this class of lands during the past year have amounted to 
11,868.53 acres, and the sum of $9,346.94 was received. As compared with 
the sales of the year ending June 30, 1905, it shows an increase of 6,615.78 
acres, and an increase of $3,750.11. 

ASYLUM LANDS. 

During the year the sales of this class of land have been 40 acres, for which 
there has been received in cash $50.00, showing a decrease of 160 acres and 
a falUng off in the amount of moneys received of $200.00.

TAX HOMESTEAD LANDS. 



During the year just ended, the Auditor General has deeded to the State 
129,384.20 acres. There reverted to the State from lands heretofore entered 
as homesteads 4,127.18 acres. The number of acres entered as homesteads 
by actual settlers has been 14,384.02. The number of acres sold under 
the provisions of Section 131 of Act 206, of the PubUc Acts of 1893, and acts 
amendatory thereto, has been 231,894.05, and the amount of money received 
by the State as proceeds from such sales has been $244,916.65. 

Deeds have been issued to actual settlers on this class of land who had 
completed the term of residence thbreon and improvement thereof, required 
by statute, to entitle them to deeds 13,784.17 acres, and there has been taken 
from the list of such lands held by this office 11,244.06 acres, by reason of 
decree of court, etc., declaring the title claimed by the State to be void. 

For details of transactions of this department reference is made to the 
tabular statements in the appendix submitted herewith.
